LONDON, Feb. 2.—The examination ol 


James Cunningham, charged with com- 
plicity in causing the receirir explosion al 
the Tower of Lofcddn.began in the police 
court this morning. Follands the solic- 
itor, in opening the case for the crown, 
•aid the government intended to prove 
that the prisoner was an active agent in 
the conspiracy which culminated in the 
horrible outrage at the tower. 
He said 


that witness* would be produced to 
prove that Cunningham had for several 
days previous to the explosion been seen 
loitering in and around the Tower of 
London. 


Polland's notification to the court 


that 
the 
government 
would

serve the privilege of changing the 
charge against Cunningham to high 
treason so that the remit of the convic- 
tion might be execution instead of im- 
prisonment caused great commotion 
unongthe spectators. This declaration 
is construed into an admission that the 
crown has ascertained that in Cuuning- 
tiam they had the most important pris- 
oner yet arrested for dynamite crimes 
and this impression is confirmed by the 
extraordinary precaution to prevent his 
eocape.or rescue. 


He was conveyed from his cell in 


Clerkwell prison to Bow street court in a 
strong tan. Cunningham was the only 
prisoner but locked w with him were 
leveral armed oonstablen and on each 
side of the driver were tinned policemen.
